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QUARTZ MININa MEMORANDA.

BENDIGO, 

The Cromwell Comjwny have atrack the 
same run of gold on which they were a short 
time ago working, this time in No. 1 shaft. 
It is thefaaine run from which the good 
orushings which the company lately had were 
'dhbined. The mine manager expects to 
strike a continuation of the lode at 30 feet 
greater depth in the No, 2 shaft. The reef 
continues wide and well-defined, and fully 
keeps up its former excellent appearance. 
'The direction is towards the Reliance com- 
pany's claim, and there is a strong probability 
of its continuation being found in that claim. 

The Reliance have struck the reef in their 
shaft at a depth of 60 feeL The reef is of 
the same character and appearance as that 
now being worked in the lower shaft of the 
Cromwell company's mine. 

The manager of the Lucknow mine reports 
a favourable change in the rock, which ap- 
pears to blast rather more freely. The com- 
pany still complain of want of snftahle work- 
■inen for that description of mining. 

CARRlOK RANGE. 

The manager of the Elizabeth quarlt min- 
ing company reports that the contradt for 
supplying coals to the company for the ensu- 
ing year has been obtained by Mr Lawrence, 
of Quartzville, at the same rate as 'last year, 
— viz., 27s. 6d. per tom. The mine manager, 
Mr Towan, has given notice of his resigna- 
tion of ofiice, his private husinest requiring 
his sole attention .{or some time. There is 
nothing calling for note ^ the mine for the 
week. 

The manager of the Oak company reports 
that there is nothing new to report this week 
from the mine. The working manager is 
still getting stone from the old levels, similar 
to that crushed last week. The tKitniel from 
the fifty feet level is now within twenty feet 
of the reef where operations >068865 in 'the 
old workings. Should the reef, when reached , 
prove to be of any size, the company will be 
able to keep up their wanal fortai^tlycrash- 
ings, and it is to he boped with Xho old re- 
sults. 

The manager of the Star of Wte East re- 
ports that this company has now heen crush- 
ing a week, and from the present appearance 
of the_ gratings, the result will turn out better 
than it did last time. The low level tunnel 
is now in about 320 feet, and il being now in 
moderately soft ground, the contractors will 
soon finish their contnictof 200 feet. The 
m.anagcr is very anxious to the tunnel 
pushed forward to its completion, as he will 
then be able to get stone with great facility, 
while now the best stone cannot be got unless 
at a disadvantage, as it is below the level of 
the tunnel at present in use. 

The John Bull company could not start 
crushing before yesterday, owing to Some al- 
terations and refittings required at Mr 
Logan’s battery. Seven men are still at work 
on tho_ claim, as reported a fortnight ago, the 
reef still looking well. 

The manager of the Young Australian com- 
pany reports that they are now raising 
a quantity of fair stone. The great drawback 
in regard to this company is the large cost for 
■cartage. They are now in treaty to get two 
or three hundred tons crushed at the Star 
and Oak machine. Owing to the extraordi- 
nary price of o.als, the cartage of stone is 
much higher than usual, so the company in- 
tend for a time to crush just sufficient to pay 
working expenses, leaving the remainder to a 
more favourable time for cartage. 

The Caledonian tunnel is being pushed on 
vigorously. Mr Stephenson has again re- 
sumed the management of the claim. 

Garrick Water Race. — The directors of 
the Garrick Water Company met last Friday, 
the business being chiefly to receive the 
monthly report of the working manager, and 
the monthly pay-sheet. The expenses for 
the month, which amounted to nearly £400, 
were passed for payment. The total amount 
which has now been expended upon the race 
reaches very nearly the sum of £23fW. Sub- 
joined is a copy of the manager's report : — 

“Gentlemen,— 1 beg to report that since com- 
mencing work five weeks ago rather more than 
one mile and three quarters has been cut, except- 
ing some pieces of rock to be taken out, which 
eouU not be done at the time for want of tools. 
You will see by the wagea-sheet that this is cost- 
ing more than that cut last year by contract, 
but the country being now gone through is more 
difScnlt, and the contract work will not liear 
■comparison with that done by day labour. I 
believe the work that I h-we done now to be a 
thoroughly good piece of work, without any fear 
of the necessity for repairs or of breakages, unless 
inch as these that it is impossible to foresee ; 
while tho portion cut by contract has already 
taken a deal of repairs, and now the snow is 
rneltod, will requiro going over again. However, 
it will bo for you to consider, gentlemen, which 
is the most desirable way, — to continue tho day 
labour, or to let it in couiracts. 

“ We h.ave this week crossed one sniall creek, 
and will get to another in about twenty chains. 
I intend next week to get the rock out of what 
we have done now, and to put in repairs and 
finish the places that were left in what was done 
last siimnier, so as to get a small stream along at 
once, which will settle the work and give an op- 
portunity of discovering any bad places. 

“ IVhere I am now is just half way from the 
DafTer’s saddle to the first Urge creek. 'There 
are two nr three dilBcnlt nie<rea of work to cut, 
but I think livo woeks should bring ns there, 
after doing the hack repairs. 

“ 1 have at present twenty-seven men em-

_ Shaking locally, tiiere is little of any par- 
ticular moment which I need refer to at this 
time ; so I embrace the opportunity of mak- 
ing a few remarks on other subjects outside, 
which are of more or less importance to 
all branches of the community. There is the 
proposed sale of the runs on the commonages, 
the squatters impounding expeditions eersus 
commonages for the people, and tho injunc- 
tion likely to be put on the miners at Maere- 
whenua if they do not desist from operations 
for a certain time to allow of the sheep being 
washed. The first of these subjects being in 
the hands of the Wakatip and Dunstan 
journals, and the second being ably handled 
in your own columns, I shall confine my re- 
marks to the last-mentioned subject. In 
perusing the letter From the Secretary of the 
Maetewhenua Miners’ Association to other 
similar bodies, the beat answer I think that 
can be conveyed to it may be taken from the 
last paragraph of your article on Loughnan'’s 
letter,— viz,, to particnlarly enquire whether 
Messrs Borton and M*M aster have legally 
got the power to step them, and if so to° en- 
quire ante the most feasible method of with- 
drawing that power. The only approach to 
a siniilar case that I have heard of in the 
Province was that between Murray and 
Goombes, at the Wotdshed, bttt how it ter- 
minated 1 am not aware. Tho subject, how- 
ever, has engaged the attention of some of 
the Miners’ Associations. The Conference at 
Lawrence recommended that provision should 
be made to protect the miners from any 
action that might arise through their defiling 
rivers and streams in the ordinary prosecu- 
tion of their calling. The Committee of the 
Dunstan Miners' Association, appointed to 
revise and suggest amendments on the Gold 
Mining Bill, added the following recommen- 
dations After oarefully examining this 
Bill, we fail to see afiy provision referring to 
the defiling of streams by the miners. We 
would S'Uggest that this subject occupy the 
attention of the Legislature, and that pro- 
vision should he made to protect the miner 
in the exercise of his calling in a hona fidt 
manner, from being interfered with by 
holders of property on the course of any 
stream that the miners may be engaged on.” 
I am not aware whether these recommenda- 
tions were mentioned in the Bill as amended, 
before it received the fatal overthrow by the 
invincible Pyke, whose special mission to 
Wellington almost would seem to have been 
to aid in this ill-fated BilTs merciless destruc- 
tion. 

Though not professing to be over abun- 
dantly posted up in the laws of the miners, 
yet I fail to see by the present laws by which 
they are governed and related to the other 
branches of the community, how they are 
legally protected in this respect at all. It 
surely seems strange that the Government 
shonld proclaim gold-fields over large por- 
tions of country, and should grant to the 
miners the right to cut races and divert and 
hold water for the purpose of prosecuting 
their industry, and fail to provide them 
(though I trust I am wrong and would be 
glad to be convinced otherwise) with a legal 
mode of discharging their muddy water when 
they have done with it. May not Messrs 
Borton and M ‘Master, or any other settler or 
runholder, say, — We leased or purchased our 
properties with the water running clear and 
undisturbed as nature intended it ; we have 
gone to large expense to utilise this water in 
tho prosecution of the calling for which we 
became possessed of the land, and we cannot 
recognise the right you claim to disturb or 
make impure this water ; nor will we ever 
recognise the right of the Government that 
professes to give yon leave to do so ? Then, 
ag.ain, if Borton and M'Mastcr can stop the 
Maerewhenua miners, what is to prevent any 
of the Taieri farmers to put forth an injunc- 
tion and stop all the sluicers whose tail-water 
finds its way to the bed of tliat river. What 
more ridiculous than that the Government 
should spend £40,000 bringing water to the 
miners, and at the same time be at the mercy 
or caprice of perhaps some freeholder of a. 
few acres, who may desire to have pure and 
not muddy water with which to water his 
cabbages. The question is one that is sur- 
rounded with difficulties, and he who c.an 
bring a f.avourable solution as regards the 
minor, will confer a great boon ; and I can- 
not conclude better than with your own 
words, counselling the miners to encourage a 
unity of feeling amongst themselves upon the 
subject.

A public meeting was held in the Library 
Hall on the 3rd inst., for the purpose of get- 
ting an expression of opinion respecting the 
water race lately purchased by the Town 
Council. I will not go into any lengthy re - 
port of the meeting, but will content myself 
with giving the facts as brought to liglit at 
the meeting. Mr Chappie has his residence 
outside the town, of rather out of sight of 
the main street, round the rocks. Through 
his garden a registered water race is cut, 
which nine years ago was used to convey 
water to Butler’s Point, since which time it 
has been used by Mr Chappie to convey 
water to his house, until the Couneil pnr- 
oliased the race. Some short time since, the 
Connoil called for tenders to repair the road 
outside the garden, tho specifications making 
no provision to convey water as heretofore. 
A letter was immediately sent to the. Coun- 
cil calling their attention to the fact. A de- 
lay of a fortnight occurred, during which an- 
other letter was dispatched asking a reply to 
the first, which was eventually received on 
the 20th October. Mr Chappie, previous to 
receiving tho reply, had opened a drain across 
the road, and laid down a pipe to convey the 
water into his garden, whereupon the Mayor 
instructed the Town Clerk to lay an informa- 
tion against him for interfering with the car- 
riage road, &c. It is a fact that one of the 
Town Councillors has actually dug up the ■ 
footpath in Tarbert-street, and conducted 
water to the back of his premises. The Town 
Clerk has cut a race across a main street, and 
conducted water into his garden. Mr Theyers, 
an eX-Mayor and ex-Councillor, has dug the ! 
footpath, and conducted water to his backi 
premises. The Aoent of the Bank of New 
Zealand has done likewise. Mr J. Thomson 
has done the same } as also numerous others. 
And all this before the 20th October, too. 
None of the individuals mentioned were pro- 
ceeded against, and Hone of them even asked : 
the Council's consent to their proceedings, i 
If all this he true— fthd Mr Chappie assured 
the meeting it was, In every particular, — I 
think the meeting was justified in not only 
passing a resolution condemning the action 
of the Mayorj bat would have been in calling 
on him to resign his position as Mayor. The 
latter, however, the meeting refused to do, 
several giving as a reason that so much 
trouble is experienced in petimading anyone 
to stand as Mayor ill a “ one-horse” roUilici- , 
pality. The case Town Clerk v. Chappie was [ 
called on Monday last, Mr Wilson appearing \ 
for the Corporation, and Mr Chappie con- 
ducting his own case. Mr Wilson Hot being 
prepared to prove that Alexandra Was a mu- 
nicipality, the case was adjourned to the 24th 
November, which is a special day Set apart 
for the Alexandra Town Council, I would 
suggest to those printing and getting up 
alman.acs that they place opposite November 
24 these words : “ Alexandra wooden god 
crowned ; black sheep slaughtered.”
